THE OPPOSITION'S PLATFORM. 

The Toronto Mail, which keeps itself 
well posted in what is going ou in nil 
parts of the Domiaion, has the f 'llowiiig 
paragraph relative to the elections in this 
province : 

"Aiiothor Liical (Jnviiriuiicnt hiis liccii 
austtiined at the jiiills— tliat of I5ritisli 
Cdluiiihia. I'his i.s a yood year for jini- 
vincial Cabin uts, tlioUL;li one or two 
Ministers have fallen in the strife. Of 
the British Columbia Opposition it can bo 
said that they really had no policy. Mr. 
Beavon, the leader, trifled with tho single 
tax ide.i towards tiio end of the contest, 
but this did him more harm than good." 

Our Toronto contemporary is hardly 
correct when it says that the Opposi'iun 
TsaA no policy. Illr. Beaven enunciated 
the policy at one of the meetings held 
during the campaign, and, if wo do nut 
mistiike, tho Mail, at tho time, noticed it 
only to condemn it. Tli>3 Opposi- 
tion policj' is for tho (iovernment 
to build and operate the railroads 
of the province and not to give subsidies 
of land or anything else to railway com- 
panies. If the organ of the Opposition in 
this provinoo is to be depended upon, 
Mr. Beaven "trifled" with the single 
tax idea to some advantage, for accordiog 
to the said organ's representations his 
trifling with that idea secured his return. 
Single tax i.i, therefore, tlio -fecond plunk 
in tlio Opposition platform. .Mr. Beaven 
told his hearers at tlu: sini^le tax 
nu'.-liiit; that he had, without iii- 
tiMi'liiii; it already, outuied the thin 
edi,'e of the wedge of the nbii^le tax as set 
forth in tho works of Henry George, and 
he eiicounigecl them by the prediction 
that "the full result would in time bo 
assured," and that "public :>pinion hud 
to be educated up to these reforms, and 
DO good, sweeping measures could be 
made in advance of public opinion." The 
Mail is therefore wrong in saying that tiie 
Opposition iiad no policy. It had a plat- 
form consisting of two pl.iiiks. One is j 
Government railway buildinj,', and the j 
(I'hor "single tax m: M\t forth in the j 
worksof JJuiiry (Jeorge. " A.s far as i.s | 
known yet, Mr. Heaven lias only one fol- 
lower, Mr. .John (Irani, who sees in 
George's single tax, "a fair and ecjuitable | 
basis of taxation." We hardly think that 
Mr. Semlin, the only other member of 
the old Opposition returned, will adojjt j 
this platform of two unsound planks. 



THE COAL OIL LAMP. 

The Toronto Telegram proclaims that 
"the coal oil lamp must go." Why? 
We do not believe, taking all things into 
consideration, that a safer lamp than the 

coal oil lamp now in use was ever in- 
vented. If tlie coal oil that is liuriied in 
it is decently good, it i^ abs(diitely safe, 
Siifer fur tiiiUi ca)idleH of eitiiei- tallow or 
wax. Tlie open llaiiie of llio candle, we 
venture to say, did live hnndrcd per 
cent, more Imrni tiian is done by tlio 
kerosene lamp. When such a lamp 
bursts the fault is not in the lamp, 
but in the oil. It is sel- 
dom broken while being used 
and when it is harm seldom ensues. The 
keroseiie lamp is the poor man's lamp. 
Never since lamps wore first used liad tho 
poor man so brilliant a light as this clieai) 
but mo.st convenient and effective lamp 
atl'oids. All that wo are afraid (jf is thai 
the coal oil lamp iiui.st go too .soon. 'J'iie 
world's supply of coal oil is far from 
being inexhaustible, in a hundred years 
in- K(j, we fear that tho coal oil lamp will 
bo found only in museums and in the col- 
lections of antiquarians, , Lob us hope 
that before the earth's Btores of coal oil 



are exhausted, science will have dis- 
covered some other illuminating sub- 
stjiiice, or that the electric light will be so 
cheap and so readily available that the 
coal oil lamp will not be used. If Bellamy 
is a true prophet, coal oil will hardly be 
even a mernory in the year 2000. But 
we don't take much stock in Bellamy. 

THE CROP m THE SOBTEWEST. 

The crop prospect in Manitoba and the 
Northwest generally, is cheering. Crops 
of all k'uds look well, and if tho season 
continue favorable, there will, no doubt, 
bo an abundant harvest. I'ut that iiu- 
jiortaiit little word " if " indicates 
greater uncertainty in Manitoba than it 
does in other parts of the Dominion 
The Manitoba fanner is almost afraid to 
hope. Thu crop may grow splendidly and 
may be rijiening as well as the tarmer's 
heart could wish. A few days more and 
all danger is over. But before those days 
have exjiired a cruel fro.st comes and the 
hopes of the year are ruthlessly crushed. 
Those early frosts .are dreadful, and the 
worst of them is, they cannot be giKinleil 
against. All the fanner has to do i.s to 
a iw in hope and to put his trii.st in Provi- 
dence. It is to be hoped that in time 
some system of farming may bo devised 
which will make the early frosts when 
they do come less destructive. At pre- 
sent the Northwestern farmer has nearly 
all his eggs in one basket, and when he 
is tripi)ed up by an August or early Sep- 
tember frost evin-ything goes to smash. 

Thu gopher is a pretty little creature, 
but it is to the fanner of the plains a most 
fonnidablo eueuiy. It comes in my- 
riads and devours his crops. Many 
ways of destroying it have been invented, 
but none of thom seem to be effective. 
They appear to be like crickets; kill one 
and a dozen comes to his funeral. It is 
said that the Government of thu province 
should make it its business to extirpate 
this post. Tho Winnipeg Free Press dis- 
approves of this proposal. It believes that 
the recpiire-iiont shows th.at tin' fannet 
phicea too niucli reliance on the (uiveni- 
nieutund has tuo little conlidence in him- 
self. There would bo something in this 
if tlie gopher pest wore conlinod to a few 
farius or to one or two localities, or if it 
wore possible to got rid of it by individual 
exertion. But, froinwhatwehearof it, itis 
all over the country and the largo area of 
unoccupied land allbrds it a safe breeding 
ground. The goiilior in the Ni rthwest 
is like tho rabbit in Australia, a provin- 
cial nuisance, against which individual 
farmer.i tight in vain. When a nuisance 
assumes such proportions it is evidently 
the duty of tho Government to come to 
the farmers' aid. This has been done in 
Austndia with respect to the rabbits and 
oven then tho efforts of the Government 
ore not effectual. Why should not the 
government of Manitoba use the means 
at lis disposal to stamp out this plague 
of gophers ? It seems to us that it is its 
dufy to do so. 

THE TIMES ON NEWFOUND- 
LAND. 

The London Times dtjos not assume so 
determined an attitude with respect to 
the Newfoundland (juestion ns it does 
when discussing the merits of the Ueh- 
riug's Sea dispute. It sympatjiizes with 
the people of that colony and admits 
that they have good grounds for the 
complaints they make, but it also sees 
that there is a weak side lo tho cose of 
the Newfoundlanders. The treaties that 
hiive been made with France at difTerent 
tfnios give its citizens rights and privi- 
leges in the waters and ou the coast i>{ 
NeutouiuUaiul; while the claim to ex- 
clusive jurisdictioii ov.;r the w.-iters of 
I'.ehring's Sea by the I'liited Stales 
has not the shadow of a foundation 
to rest upon. The Times does 
not believe that the treaties, fair- 
ly interpreted, give the French tho 
right to catoh lobsters in Newfoundland 
waters, still less do they e.N tend to them 
the privilege of erecting factories on the 
shores of that colony. Tt coiriideis, how- 
ever, that there is sonuMliing like an 
aiguiihle case on tlie part of l!ie !''i riM.-!i, 
and Ihis is what it says about the neg<ilia- 
tions that arc now in progress: 

" On the part of the I'higlisli Govern- 
ment and their ollieers there has been a 
studied desire to observe the letter of the 
treaties, and not to inllaiiie exasperated 
native feeling. Having gone to tlie very 
limits of fair conciliation, we have tho 
right to believe that the French 
(iovuri.ment will pursue negotiations 
with no settled intention to accept 
only OHO solution, and that tho 
one which is om. of the (inestion. 

"In any case, it is worth while making 
the oxperimi u'. We shall lose nothing 
by approaching ihein in this spiri . We 
cannot well do less tor the people of New- 
fonndliind, who are entitled, not, as they 
are sometimes inclined to claim, to our 
assistance, riiihl, or wrong, but to (Uir aid 
in exhiius iug all the resources of diplo- 
macy ill order lo get rid (d' the rights 
wdiicli only grow mure odious with age, 
and to arrive ;it that liiial settlement of 
which the French Minister of Foreign 
Allairs lately spoke." 

Tho Times dues not hint what 
it woukl reconimend if all " the 
resources of di|)lomac3' " should 
bo exhausted without a final, or 
any, Bottlemoiil being arrived at. It is 
quite evident from the tone of tho New- 
foundland newspapers and of tho resolu- 
tions carried, not only unanimously but 
enthusiastically, at public meetings, that 
if the fishermen of Newfoundland receive I 



freslivprjiJpocations, no consideration for 
the diffibulties they will place the Mother 
Country in will restrain them from taking 
the law in their own hands and doing 
what the French Government may regard 
as intolerably olTensivo. If the New- 
foundlanders should act in this way what 
oouise will Great BritMn take ? 



THE SILVER BILL. 

The Silver bill that was passed by the 
Senate of the United States, a few days 
ago, by a largo majority, is a most extra- 
ordinary measure. Its object is to give 
silver a fictitious vuluc. The bill eouii)els 
the Government of tho United States to 
take all tho silver that oflers and to have 
it coined- into dollars without charge. 
The Government dollar so coined is worth 
considerably le^s than the same weight of 
silver uncoined. Certificates are to be 
issued against, tho silver deposited with 
the govornmont. Those certificates are 
to ho redeemable in coin of standard 
value. They shall, in tho worils of the 
liill, " be redeemable for all taxes and 
dues to tho Uniteil States, of eve y 
description, and shall be a legal ti ndo-r 
f(n- the payment of all debts, public and 
private." 

The meanuro is not hailed with rapture 
by tho people of the United States. 

Those interested in putting up tho lu ice 
of silver and keeping it up are, of coin se, 
pleased, and so are the currency cranks, 
whose idol is " money, "and who believe 
that if there is |denty of " nmney " in 
the C(Uiiitr3', no matter what k nd it is, 
everything will go well. But thinking 
men fear that if thu bill passes the House 
of Ilepreaentatives, and is not vetoed by 
tho President, it will be productive of 
incalculable mischief. The San Francisco 
Bulletin says : 

" Free coinage is ;i proclamiition to all 
the world to send its silver to thu United 
States Mint and got for it20 per cent, 
more than its market value at this date. 
It may he iissumed that the world will 
respond with joyful tMthusiasui. Silver 
coins in other lands, circulai iiig at a dis- 
count, will bo sent to the melting ])o!, 
transported to the United .Slates and 
sold at thu rate of 15.088 grains of silver 
to 1 of gold, whereas the commercial 
parity at the moment is 20 grains silver 
to 1 of gold. 

The St. I'aul Pioneer Press believes 
that if the bill should become law tho 
very worst consequences will follow. It 
says: 

"For the free coinage of silver, which 
those inso'ont despots of tho mines would 
inflict upon tho country, in > rder to swell 
tlieirg.'uusboyoiidthe revenues of royalty, 
means suidi a di-gradalmii of the currency 
of tho pcoiile as has never been attenii)t- 
ed in this country, and has never been 
attempted iu any other without involving 
every ind us- rial and commercial interest 
in utter ruin, except those co iindled by 
wealthy and powerful cor|)onitions. It 
means tho utter demoralizaliuu of tho 
tinances of tho country; the inauguration 
of an era of wild Hpecuhitioii on liclitious 
values, followed by a general eidliipse and 
ruin, in which the jiom- men and the men 
of moderate moans will bo the chief suf- 
ferers, antl whose only beneficiaries will 
be the sharpers and the cjipitalists. 

"These are not matters of specuhk' ion. 
The same exporiniont of substituting a 
depreciated currency of a capricious value 
for staiidiird coin of a lixed value has 
been tried many times in the linanci.il 
history of iniiiiy countries and thu result 
has always been the same. Every conn- 
try winch has attempted it has gone swift- 
ly down the stecj) decline of gradually 
apiireciatiug prices and depreciated values 
till it sunk in inevitable bankruptcy —un- 
less bankruptcy w;is averted by tremen- 
dous sacrifices to restore tho liiianciiil ays 
tem to a solid basis of standard values." 

The hope of the Pioneer Press in in 
tho President. It believes that he will 
have courage enough to veto the bill if 
it is passed by the House of Reprcseiifa- 
tivea. It says in eilcct that he has now 
the op[)ortuiiity of showing that all ihal 
liis enemies have s;ud about him is false ; 
that he is not a weak man or a Miiall man 
who is lost ill the broad ciiciiil of his 
grandfather's bat." President Ilarriscni 
may justify the L'ood ojiinion that our 
St. Paul contemijot-ary has of him, but 
it is to be feared that when the time of 
trial conifl.'! hu wdl not riso oipinl to the 
e iiei-gen- v-

The blind of .Hiigiiiacent Buildings, Mighty 
Kmiierora anil a Great P«oplo— A Closely 
luterested Andleuco. 

It \vaa a greeting extended to an old 
friend ; a welcome full of warmth and pleas- 
urable expectation that Mr. ;C.,E. Bolton 
received luat evening ot tho'tViotorili. T'lie 
large, cloaely packed audience bade him 
welcome before the Honorable Premier bad 
time to introduce him. In a few woids 
Hon. Mr. Uobsoii imido the lecture ucrjiiain-- 
ed with the audience, who already felt his 
presence The hon. gentleinon promiauil 
tbein a treat not only that evening, but the 
three following nveninga, conimoiicing with 
Ibe tale ot the great Russian Bear. 

The lecturer stepped forward, and by on 
unilchuablo soiiiothiug he had bis audience 
with him in a iiinmeiit. He racily, but in- 
terestingly, reviewed the year which bus 
passed ,'iince be hiat lectured in Victoria, 
and inentiond several of the leading inci- 
deiita that have transpired within 
that time. He ventured a prophecy — 
Victoria ia destined to be the New 
York of the I'licilic coast, through 
her natural resources for iiianufacturiiig 
industries, as there are in the country, gold, 
silver and iron enough to satisfy the people 
of this continent for a thousand year.s to 
00 lie. Then coimucnced the lecture proper 
— " Bussia am.1 the lioinauofl's "--slereop- 
tican lectures have been thoroughly 
revolutionized within the last year or so; 
the ilaya of dark, still' photographs and 
labored desei i|>tioiia are paat and a difierent 
state of ihiiigs reigns. By u clever process 
the hiiiles are colored true to life or nature ; 
lay slidii g lenses and dissoh-iiig views 
hare siiiiplaoteil the j''rky reino\'al of one 
and the replaceiiient of another view. -Mr. 
l!oltoii has kept abreast of the tinies and ao 
sustained lii.i u ell earned and well deserved 
reputation as a lecturer. 

His thcMiie was an interesting one ; his 
manner of telling it reiideri'.l it still further 
interesting, and the views lent liie story 
aibliliouul force. He led his .uiilii'iiee from 
Odessa to Moscow ami from .Moscow to tlie 
great city of St. Petcraburg.aatl back again, 
all till' while picking out and showing his 
hearersgemaof interest on the way. Not a 
tiresome inomeut was spent, not for a 
second did the interest seem to (lag; and yet 
Mr. Bolton made no great attempt to caj)- 
turo that close attention. Moscow's poetic 
architecture was shown, and those incidents 
in connection with each Imilding which 
were likely to prove interesting were told, 
aliortly yet pleasantly. Kremlin, the Mus- 
covite .Acropolis, has ever been an object of 
interest, to the iirivileged travellers who 
liave seen il -.Mr. llolton's audience saw re- 
markably true pictures of several jiortiona 
of it, anil what is more, were treated to a 
view of the eereinoiiy of the coronation — 
one of rare beauty and softness. The (ireat 
l!ell of .Moscow- the Iviug of bclb; -was 
shown and its interesting history told. 
Another picture eliciting admiration was 
the Hall of .St. (ieorge, with its inagnilicent 
style of arcliitectiire and its artistic oriia- 
ineiitation, which, when lit up liy those 
three thousainl c.uidles must be an earthly 
creation of one of Heaven's courts. Not 
less in lieauty was the church of St. Bazil 
with its uniipie style and its 
eleven domes ; and afterwards o-ame 
another gem in St. Saviour's I'liurcli. 
The representation ot the lairniiig of .Mo:;- 
cow waa a very realistic one, not exaggeiai- 
ed iis some are. Petersburg was visited and 
its architectural treasures laid open to the 
now thoroughly iutere.sted audieuce. 'I'lie 
river Neva and its picturesipie shipping; 
the great city with its buildings of imposing 
exterior and iniigniliceut interior, its statu- 
ary aud its libraries. Peter's history was 
told graphically, hut briefly, as well as the 
veneration in which he is hold by the Rua- 
sian nation, from peasant to iirince. 

Passing.over several reigns, including the 
gi'eatj'-OatMK'iiiiiJi'- the- lecturer paiiitid a 
picture of human nature when ho placed on 
the canvas the portrait of Alexander L, 
whose geuorosil," was so fcSully requited; 
from this the pr' sent ruler was brought be- 
fore the iieoplc id afterwards his family. 
Throughout ab luch practical information 
was imparted, 1 .it was done in such a 
manner as to nmke'it light and aocopttdila. 

This evening, at Victoria Theatre, Mr. 
Bolton ({ives his second lecture, " Heantiful 
Switzerlanil," which abounds in magnificent 
views. Switzerland is the playground of all 
nations, the Kiiglish every year rivalling 
Americans rambling U[i lovely valleys and 
climbing the snow-clad Alps. " Once a 
Swiss always a .Swiss" evidenees the pat- 
riotism of a brave people, who, like the 
.Scotch, have scored their records deep on 
the p.'^gea of history. Victorians will .lee 
(!encva, admire cosy chalets, study peasant 
life in the iiiouiitaiiis, where liberty in the 
veiy air is breathed, eiijoj- the shepherd's 
(lute, miiriiinr of the waters, and learn of 
one of the moat interesting people in 
Kurope.

demic.

To THE Editor: — Your article on 
giimbliiig commends itself to every parent. 
The greatest blot on Victoria's fair fame 
is hor toleration of gambling. Tho vice is 
practiced to an alarming e.xtenh in nearly 
every licensed saloon jia well as in the 
backrooms of certain stores. Dico throw- 
ing and card playing are almost epidemic. 
Our young people are tottering on the 
edge of a precipice that overlooks a deep 
abyss of sin and miseiy^ >ndf ttutdl your 
timely article of this day, no hand has 
been stretched out to sivve thcni. Tho 
jjolico are as blind as bats in the daytime. 
As they pass along Gnvernineiit street, 
day or night, the chink of money from 
tho hells roaches their ears. But they 
make no effort to enforce tho law asfiiinat 
the whites. Their zeal in raiding China- 
town for ganiBstera only emphasizes 
their laxity when white ganiblora uhuuld 
be dealt with. 

I speak with confidence wlion 1 say 
that tho downfall of nearly all our yoiiii 
men, who have gone astray, is due to the 
existence of open gambling in every part 
of tho city. Scores of our young men 
have brought ruin to themselves and sor- 
row to their families and Bed tho couii' 
try, carrying with them » habit which will 
continue their miister until they die, 

1 have in my mind at this writiii 
young married man — a druggist, in an 
evil moment he visited a well known 
(Jiivornnient street den. Ho was allowed 
to win a few times, to whet bis appetite 
f<jr ill-gotten gains. Then the tide turned 
and he began to lose. Ho lost, night after 
night, until at last the crash came. He 
rose from the green cloth utterly ruined 
Mia losses amounted to $0,000. His 
creditors 8woo[)od down upon liini, and 
liis f;iiiiily were turned into the street. 
Thi.s is a very sad ease ; bub not sadder 
than many others 1 might mention. 

1 have seen a father and mother bowed 
down with woe and niiiigliug bitter tears 
when the news reached theinthat their son 
— the hope and pride of their existence- 
had robbed his employer and fled from 
the land of his birth, disgraced and dis- 
honored forever more. I knew one 
happy household, in dear old England, 
that was destroyed and its nionibors 
beggared and scattered because tho old- 
est sou had gambled in a Victoria duu 
the money that had been entrusted to 
him to invest here. 

Some years ago an old man — the father 
of .-1 bright boy who had left tho city to 
aeeojit a situation at San Francisco — went 
to tho post oflice here to receive the 
rtgular weekly letter from hi.s son; in- 
.stoad he got a letter directed in a strange 
hand. He tore it open. It was from a 
j)hy.siciau at .San Francisco, and yavo 
details of his son's death by his own 
hand. Enclosed in the physician's letter 
was a note from the son, written 
just before ho took the fatal dose. It 
was blotted and stained with the tears of 
thu writer. It told brielly tho stoiy of 
his fall. Tho gaming table had .swallowed 
ufj all his earnings, tugutliur with a ctm- 
siderable sum belonging to his employer. 
Ill the bitterness of his heart, whilo 
standing on' tho threshold of eternity, he 
wrote that hi.s first falao .step had boon 

tjikon in 's i)lace, Victoria. A feiv 

month's later I followed that old man's 
body to the conietoiy on Quadra street. 
The joy had gone out of his lilo and he 
died literally of a broken heart. 

Not long ago, I read in your own 
columns the tale of a man from Eraser 
rivur who had lost .$7,000 in a licensed 
saloon in this city in one evening. Pay- 
ment of the chei[UO was, fortuiri'-.dy, pre- 
vented through tho forosiglic of a bunk 
clerk. 

1 am informed that, ;ifter the druggist 
above refened to had been ruined, the 
.MAiiKKD l'aui>, whicli had been used to 
destroy him, fell into bha hands of tho 
victim. 

Jd it possible that the facts I have nar- 
rated are unknown to tho pcilieo ? Are 
tho iitlieers who .are ])did to ferret (jut and 
bring to justice oUbiidei 3 more igiioriiiit 
of these circumstances than the general 
public/ If they are, they are nub fit to 
luiigor occupy their positions. 

When Mr. Blooinfleld Was removed, 
groat things were predicted of his succes- 
Hui: Have they been realized ? Has Mr. 
Shepiiard closed a single while g;uubliiig 
house, or t.akoii into custody a single 
white gambler ( Tho t(jwn swiirnis with 
men who are not allowed to j)ursuo their 
wicked avocauon across the Sound; yet 
they pursue it hero unmolested. Shall 
A'iotoria continue to be a city of reiuge 
fur tho outcasts who are driven from 
their own land '. Tho ])\iblic look to you, 
Sir. Editor, and the paper you ciuiduct, 
since tlio police have failed to protect its 
young men from this awful vice. You 
have spoken in tones that cannot bo mis- 
taken. ■ Your example should stinuibite 
others. 

Our city fathers are just now discussing 
tho sevvor (juestion. They cxpreiia a 
laudable desire to ])rosorvo human life. 
But 'vb^ii is life to a man .after lii.^ charac- 
ter has been irretrievably ruined '/ Men 
are dying morally every hour of the ilay 
;ii)out us. 1 yield to no one in a wish to 
sue the town well drained ; but 
1 put before it ; aye everything 
else, a scheme for the moral 
logenoration of Victoria, and tho first 
Ktep in that (lirei;tion will lio the with- 
ilraw.-il of Ihe lijensi! fmni every saloon 
or iKjtel in which g.-iinbling i.s c.ii'i ied on. 

We have able uieii and gooil men 
iiiuiiiig.st US. Ijot them coaio to the front 
now. Prom the public iilatforin, and the 
pulpit and through tho press their view.s 
aliould bo exi>reB3cd.
